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Demaine has 
building boom. 
in 1957 


The year of 1957 was a year of 
improvements in buildings in De- 
Maine, with close to one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars of im- 
provements and additions being 
made, ‘ 

To start the ball rolling, the 
Sask. Wheat Pool Elevator built 
a 30,000 bushel annex early in the 
year, closely following it the Unit- 
ed Church of Demaine received a 
complete interior renovation to 
make it a vary comfortable small 
church to serve the needs in our 
community; the work being done 
by volunteer workers. 


About this time the district was 
beginning to become concerned 
over its very inadequate school 
facilities; * the wood = structure 
which was being used had more 
than served its time; being built 
in 1910; so after some persuasion 
the Outlook Unit Board made ar- 
rangements to move their schef- 
ule ahead one year and built a 
four room addition to the former 
brick structure to give the district 
a six room school in one unit com- 
plete with hot water heat through- 
out; a really. beautiful building. 


Next on the construction list 
was the building of a fire hall to 
house the fire truck, which is a 
three ton truck with-thirteen hun- 
dred ‘gallon tank ‘and equipment 
mounted on it. This building is 
héated and the tank is to be kept 
full of water to meet any emer- 
gency. This project was realized 
through 4 special levy on the ham- 
let and the R.M. of Victory. 


_ The community hall was in bad 
need of repair, it being another 
building that was raised by com- 
munity effort over 30 years ago, 
60 again by good community spir- 
it a 20-foot addition, ‘complete 
with full basement to accommo- 
date an automatic oil furnace ‘was 
built; the floor also being replac- 
ed with a lovely maple floor to the 
joy of the square dance club 
which is one of the largest clubs 
in the rural areas..The hall which 
is always the center of community 
activities, can now accommodate, 


very comfortably, any social ac-|’ 


tivity along with our weekly Sat- 
urday show which has been con- 
tinuous for nine years; it also 
being a community project. | 
Then another one of our home- 
ateaders, Mr. Bob Nicholson, mov- 
ed his house into town, closely 
followed by the Federal Grain 
Company moving the former Dave 
Anderson into town, which they 
reconditioned for one of their buy- 
ers. At the same time the Federal 


Grain Company were also building 
a 30,000 bushel permanent annex. 

This, of course, is all contra- 
dictory to our royal commission 
findings, which reported the small 
towns would get smaller and dis- 
‘ appear, but. maybe where. com- 
munity spirit runs high and ser- 
vices excel.OUR HOME TOWN 
will continue its growth. — The 
Weekly Broadcast, Lucky Lake, 
Sask., Feb. 14, 1958. 


MANUFACTURING 

Manufacturers’ shipments in 
January were over 3 percent lower 
in total value at $1,669,864,000 
than a year earlier. Largest drop 
was in the motor vehicle and re- 
lated industries group; other de- 
clines were in export goods and 
intermediate goods and supplies 
groups. Consumer goods and heavy 
transportation groups were higher. 
Instead of the usual small in- 
crease, value of inventory owned 
by manufacturers at the end of 
January was slightly below the 
1957 year-end value.

“Judging by the - statistics, 
school premises are more danger- 
ous than the streets,” Christian 
Smith, director of health educa- 
tion for the Saskatchewan public 
health department, said. “If we 
are to have sdfety patrols, they 
should be in the buildings and in 
the schoolyards,” he added. 

Preliminary figures gathered by 
the department show that two 
children of school age were struck 
and fatally injured by motor ve- 
hicles on public thoroughfares last 
year. In addition,.43 children of 
school age went to hospitals with 
injuries received in traffic mis- 
haps, and of these 15 were hurt 
while riding bicycles. 

“A total of 371 pupils were hos- 
pitalized last year after accidents 
on schfool premises,” Mr, Smith 
said. 

In comment on the withdrawal 
of some schoolboy safety patrols 
in the province because of legal 
liability believed to rest on ‘school 
authorities and teachers, Mr. 
Smith said: “If the problem is 
important enough, the school au- 
thorities might consider engaging 
adults for the job, as they do in 
Toronto. 


“The prevention of death or in- 
jury to even one child is worth 
our utmost effort, but, to be prac- 
tical, if schoolboy traffic patrols 
are justified, a much better case 
can be made for home, farm, and 
school playground safety patrols, 
because that is where most of our 
children are being killed or ih- 
jured. 

“Last year 90 Saskatchewan 
children were killed accidegtally 
and close to 7,000 suffered dis- 
abling injuries. Let’s focus on that 
tragic problem and concentrate on 
its worst aspects,” Mr. Smith con- 
cluded.

NATIONAL WILD LIFE WEEK 


NOTE: The following information| Jack Miner and his workers dug 


was sent to all 
grades I to IX by the De- 
partment of Education in 
the province of Alberta. 


This year National Wild Life 
Week is to be observed during the 
week of April 6 to 12.. 

By a special act of. Parliament 
these seven days have been set 
aside to commemorate and per- 
petuate the splendid work of Jack 
Miner, Canada’s’ greatest and 
most-loved naturalist. Jack Miner 
has become a_ world-renowned 
symbol of kindness to birds and 
animals. In him children may find 
the greatest inspiration for their 
lessons on cohservation. 

This week may. be observed in 
Alberta’s schools by a study of 
Jack Miner’s projects including 
drawings, posters, bird-house con- 
struction, etc., appropriate to the 
various grade levels. In the schools 
in all, grades for the last few 
years the kindergarten classes 
have drawn pictures of bird and 
animal life. The _ intermediate 
classes -have written paragraphs 
or essays on Canada’s wild life 
resources while ‘the senior classes 
have given oral compositions on 
the subject. . . : 
Barly.in_this_century.Jack,.Min-. 
er realized the necessity of pre- 
serving our natural resources. He 
formed one of the first Game Pro- 
tective Associations, He. originat- 
ed the idea of protecting,*feeding 
and conserving wild bird life. His 
Bird Sanctuary near Kingsville, 
Ontario, near the shore of Lake 
Erie and south of Windsor, be- 
came famous “and served as a 
model and inspiration for several 
other havens for migratory birds.

Countless trees 
were planted as a windbreak and 
for the use of insect-eating sopg 
birds, 


On his visits to Western Canada 
Jack Miner urged the planting of 
shelter belts of trees and the con- 
servation. of our water resources. 
He also introduced the idea of bird 
sanctuaries in Canada to provide 
spots where migratory birds’ en 
route from south to north in 
spring and from north to south in 
the fall can rest in peace, pro- 
tected from the hunters. These 
sanctuaries have spread .in Can- 
ada. There are two at Lethbridge, 
one on the river front and one at 
Henderson Lake. Park Lake in the 
Lethbridge Northern Irrigation 
District is another. 


In 1909 Jack Miner began his 
bird-tagging activities when he 
placed an aluminum band on a 
black mallard duck. The duck was 
killed in North Carolina. In 1915 
he decided to concentrate in band- 
ing Canada wild geese. He trap- 
ped and banded the geese, which 
trusted him, despite such familiar- 
ities. To this day, wild geese bear- 
ing the metal leg bands, each with 
a chapter and verse of the Bible 
indicated on it to identify the date 
and ‘place of banding, are being

During his lifetime Jack Miner 
banded hundreds of geese.

Jack Miner died in 1944, honor- 
ed as a protector and internation- 
ally respected authority on wild 
life, espécially birds. His work is 
being continued by the Jack Miner 
Migratory Bird Foundation, Its 
purposes are to perpetuate Jack 
Miner’s bird sanctuary for the 
care and feeding of the birds and 
to co-operaté in carrying on edu- 
cational conservation programs.

Towards education for survivel 


By M. E. P, HENDERSON 


From: the beginning of recorded 
time the field of education has 
been a battlefield. Plato presents 
Socrates. and his contemporaries 
arguing the pros and cons of what 
we would call ‘progressive’ educa- 
tion, Today the battle is consider- 
ably noisier, and a good deal less 
rational, What, if any, progress 
has been made is a matter of per- 
sonal opinion. 

But whether they raise™~ our 
blood pressure or not, the prob- 
lems of who is to be educated and 
how he is to be educated are still 
urgent—and unsolved. The storm 
clouds raised by Hilda Neatby’s 
So little for the mind, were just 
beginning to subside when the 
Sputniks, hurtling through space, 
reminded us of the ‘‘so little time” 
element as well. ~ 

In February a far-reaching Can- 
adian Education Conference was 
held in Ottawa, ‘which we hope 
will be able to draft long-term 
objectives and suggest short-term 


Conference. conclusions will be 
well aired throughout the country. 
This is a matter that must con- 
cern us all, from the pre-school 
stage through life, If we have 
stopped learning, we are mentally 
dead—or at best paralyzed. As a 
mere matter of survival, quite 
apart from the personal satisfac- 
tion to be derived from a trained 
and active mind, we can afford 
nothing short of the best in pub- 
lic school, high school, university, 
technical and adult education. 

It is. taken for granted that we 
must. have the best aircraft, the 
best rockets, the best atomic re- 
actors—and the ‘best available 
medical materials—to keep abreast 
of our times. It is not always 
realized that these things CAN- 
NOT be achieved without first- 
class educational services behind 
them. Nor that the humanities are 
equally important in a balanced 
civilization. There .must be the 
best possible books, teachers, and 
facilities available for the train- 
ing of our future™rulers, intellec- 
tuals and technicians, And for the 
many of us who will néver attain 
such eminences, the educational 
facilities should. also provide for 


of leisure, and the information we 
constantly need. to play our part. 
as informed citizens. . 
The question is, what is the 
best. Innumerable books: : discuss 
the possibilities, from traditional 
methods to lunatic fringe. Obvi- 
ously, we cannot begin to read 
them all—it wouldn’t even be sen- 
sible to try. But a few do clai 
rather than confuse the issue. A 
short history of educational ideas, 
by Curtis and Boultwood, for in- 
stance, shows how our. tradition 


has been shaped efrom Plato's time}. 


to. ours. General education in a 
free society, put out by Harvard 
University in 1945, remains. a 
fresh and valuable discussion of 
American aims and achievements. 
Ontario’s late Dean J. G. Althouse, 
in his booklet called Structure and 
aims of Canadian education (1949)

And of course there is the* view- 
point of the teacher. The best of 
these, like Gilbert Highet, follow 
no system, but teach from inner 
compulsion. Highet’s Art of teach- 
ing can hardly be bettered for 
this specialized, ‘inside’ view Jac- 
ques Barzun, too, in Teacher in 
America, presents a lively critique, 
again from the inside, of univer- 
sity teaching. At quité the oppo- 
site pole is Miss Read, with her 
vignetttes of rural education, in 
Village school, and E. C. O’Daly’s 
Dear parents—a collection. of very 
useful tips about teachers, for the’ 
guidance of parents. 


Adult education? It can be for- 
mal, as’ built into the Antigonish 
movement, described by M. M. 
Coady in' Masters of their own 
destiny. It can be semi-formal, as 
at Banff and many. another at- 
tractive summer school. And it 
can be informal and highly indi- 
vidual, as in The education of 
Henry Adams, by Henry Adams, 
or It’s me;.O Lord,. by A. E. Cop- 
pard. Adams, who lacked nothing 
in formal education, still felt the 
need to go on filling in the gaps 
all his life. Coppard, starting with 
little more than his ABCs, by dint 
of irrepressible book-borrowing, 
made himself a highly self-educat- 
ed man and a distinguished author. 
For: such education the only—but 
inescapable — requirement is ac- 
cess ‘to good libraries.

Man’s activities have not been 
detrimental to sharptail habitat in 
all cases, however. Where solid 
commercial forest areas have been 
broken up with small. farms and 
poplar. and birch have sprung up 
in patches or along ‘the borders 
between the cleared. lands and the 
forest, the sharptail carrying po- 
tential of the area has actually 
been increased. Such small clear- 
ings not only produce a more de- 
sirable variety of habitat types in 
a rélatively small area, but also 
furnish waste grains as additional 
food. :

EDMONTON — The Alberta 
government has been told in 
several thousand words that it 
will have to play its full part 
in the great development which 
is about to occur in’ northern 
Canada. 

That, in effect, is what was 
said by the province’s Royal 
Commission on Northern Devel- 
opment in a ‘115-page ~-report 
tabled in the Legislature last 
week by Industries and Labor 
Minister Ray Reierson. 

The commission takes the 


northern Alberta and all north- 
ern Canada jis improved trans- 
portation, and accordingly it 
urges an immediate start on a 
railway from McMurray north 
to Pine Point, N.W.T., on Great 
Slave Lake. 

It also urges the province to 
make an early. start on a major 
road improvement program in 
the north, and calls for the build- 

of an east-west highway 
through the top half of Alberta, 
linking the proposed new rail- 
way on the east with the Mac- 
kenzie Highway to the west. 

The commission’s comprehen- 
sive report, the result of nearly 
a year of public hearings and 
intensive studies, covers every 
aspect of potential development 
in Alberta’s  splarsely-settled 
northland. 

Depending upon what the 
government does with it, it could 
be the biggest break ever for 
the north. Mr. Reierson told the 
press nothing will be done dur- 
ing the current session to imple- 
ment any of the. recommenda- 
tions. He said the report, will be 
studied during the coming year. 

The commission says. Alberta 
should be willing to subsidize 


lion cubic feet of sawlog timber 
and 333 million feet of pulp- 
wood; "tremendous possibilities” 
for base and precious metals; 
300 billion barrels of oil in the 


Athabasca oil sands; nine trillion 


cubic feet of natural gas, and 
2,715,000 horse-powér of unde- 
veloped hyro power.

tions, the commission urges es- 
tablishment of a permanent ad- 
visory ‘board to carry on a con- 
tinuous study of northern re- 
quirements, and a north-western: 
research institute to co-ordinate 
northern studies. 


The commission was heeded, 


by James G. MacGregor, chair- 
man of the Alberta Power Com- 
mission and author of several 
historical books on western Cant 
ada.

Wool, meat, hides make sheep profitable 


Nature ,not- man, makes wool. , 
Although man may have sur-| 
passed Nature in other things, he 
has never succeeded in making a 
textile fibre to equal the one found 
on the back of a sheep. 

Thé story of Wool dates back 
to man’s earliest history. The 
sheep was one of the drst animals 
to be domesticated and it has 
provided .man with two of the 
first animals to be domesticated 
and it has provided man with two 
of the basic necessities of life — 
food and clothing—all through the 
ages. 

No one knows when wool was 
first spun and made into cloth, but 
garments made of wool fabric 
were worn by the Babylonians as 
early: as 4000 B.C. and by 3000 
B.C. all ‘the Asiatic tribes were 


raisers and breeders of sheep. 
“when the “Rorians tended =m 


Britain in 55 B.C. they found that 
the Britons possessed flocks of 
sheep and had developed a wool 
industry which’ grew rapidly under 
their encouragement.

Sheep were not known to the 
original Indian. inhabitants of 
America. They were first brought 
to the New World by Coronadg, 
the Spanish explorer in 1540. 

A few sheep were also brought 
from overseas with the first colon- 
ists to Jamestown in 1609, and as 
early as 1671 a few sheep ,had 
reached Acadia (now Nova 
Scotia), and a few years later, 
New France—which is now Que- 
bec. 


It is said that the first arrivals | 


on an organized basis began in 
1705 and continued during~ the 
18th century when people “began 
to migrate from the British Isles 
to Canada in considerable num- 
bers, many bringing small flocks 
with them. In any case, it is 
known that Eastern Canada's 
sheep population had risen to con- 
siderable proportions shortly after 
Confederation in 1867. 

Within Canada’s boundaries lie 
more than three million square 
miles of land, much of whith is 
well adapted to the successful 
|production of . sheep the one 
member of the animal kingdom 
that farmers and ranchers accept 
as being truly _ triple-purpose.

The parents or guardians are 
responsible only for transporta- 
tion, clething,. pin money ~ and 
other personal’ etpenses. 

The ‘school is non-sectariaa: 
Prayers, scripture reading and 
hymns are part of the daily morn- 
ing assembly. program. On the 
staff are two Catholic teachers 
who look after the religious train- 
ing of the Catholic students. Each 
Sunday, Sunday School classes 
are held in the*school after which 
there are three general church 
parades to the city churches — 
United, Anglican,.Catholic. _
